[[and]] which is configured for slidable delivery to a biopsy site through a cannula and at 
least one of which is radiographic ally detectable.

a) a delivery cannula having a distal end. a discharge port in the distal end 
and an inner lumen extending to the discharge port; 

b) a plurality of separate marker bodies which are slidably disposed within 
the inner lumen, which are formed of dehydrated bioabsorbable material 
that is solid at a temperature of 40° CM. at least one of which is 
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ultrasonically detectable and at least one of which is radiographically 
detectable; and 

a plunger which is slidably disposed within the inner lumen of the delivery 
cannula proximal to the plurality of marker bodies and which is configured 
to press against at least one of the marker bodies and. effect discharge of 
at least one marker body from the discharge port in the delivery cannula.
